on which Dr. Francis works is 
comparatively simple, though it 
took much work and experimenta­ 
tion to develop the theory and 
prove its usefulness. 
It was found 
that the fever was far less severe 
in winter than in summer. 
It was 
also discovered that the germs oi 
disease are always present in the 
veins of native Texas cattle, and 
that the fever cac he produced by 
drawing the blood from the veins 
of a native cow and injecting it in 
to the veins of the imported ani 
mal. 
It has been shown that the 
disease when transm itted in this 
way is leBsWiolent than when pro­ 
duced by the tick, and that the 
animal when it recovers is practi 
cally immune from future attacks. 
In accordance with these estab­ 
lished facts Dr. Francis, during th * 
last eight or ten years, has been 
engaged every winter in the work 
of immunizing fine breeding stock 
imported by Texas ranchmen for 
the purpose of improving their 
herds. 
During this period he has 
successfully treated about 3,500 
head. 
A strict record has been 
kept of the animals thus treated 
and the percentage of deaths among 
them traceable to Texas fever is a 
little less than 8 per cent. 
I be 
percentage of deaths among cat e 
imported from the North and not 
so treated is variously estimated at 
from 60 to 90 per cent. 
The o.oUO 
cattle immunized by Dr. Francis 
were in themselves worth at least 
half a million dollars, and throng i 
their offspring have added many 
millions to the cattlo interests ol

Another matter of intertest in 
connection with the departm ent of 
veterinary science is the museum 
of diseases of animals. 
For years 
Dr. Francis has bee.i a laborious 
collector of ev ry species of dis­ 
eases to which the animal kingdom 
is subject. 
Recently he has se­ 


cured e number of show cases and 
has begun the work of mounting 
Hie collection. 
In one case for ex­ 
am ple he has a doaen or more 
skeleton cows’ heads, showing e - 
erv stage of the disease known *s 
“big jaw.” 
In another case ie a 
collection of knee joints showing 
“bone 
spavin,” 
another 
shows 
“ring bone,” etc. 
One of the in os 
interesting features of the museum 
is a collection of animal parasites, 
embracing ticks of every descrip­ 
tion, botts, tape worms of animals, 
etc. 
Among this collection are 
several species of fever^ ^ k s, ®ent 
by a former student, F. R. **oiz- 
man, from German East Africa, 
and a specimen of the famous 
tsetse fly from the same regoin, do- 
nated by a veterinarian of London. 
It is needless to say that such a 
collection will be of great value in 
giving instruction in the diseases 
of animals. 
Although 
only 
a 
small part of the collection has 
yet been mounted it has already 
completely filled its present quar­ 
ters and Dr. Francis has decided 
to give up one of his lecture rooms 
to it.

“ Yes,” said Dr. Francis, while 
discussing the work of his depart­ 
ment, “ we need more show cases 
and more room for our museum, 
but that is not our greatest need. 
We are now equipped fairly well 
as regards lecture rooms and lab­ 
oratories, and the museum is com­ 
ing on. 
But we need and m ust 
have before we can do what we 
do should do for the cattle inter­ 


e s t s of the State is a hygienic in- 
stitute, or laboratory tor experi­ 
menting on diseases of animals. 
In veterinary science we can pro­ 
duce almost any desired disease 
in any number of cheap animals, 
then cure some and let others run 
their course so as to observe the 
disease in all its stages. 
But such 
work cannot he undertaken with 
out an animal hospital properly 
equipped with cages ^ for taking 
care of the diseased animals, with 
laboratories for carrying on the 
class work, and a crematory for 
burning up every vestige of the 
poisoned carcasses. 
“Of course such a 
cost something, possibly $25 000, 
but the cost would be small in 
comparison with the interests in ­ 
volved and the benefits that we be­ 
lieve would result to the students 
here and to the great stock inter­ 
ests throughout the State.
